"ronsono'Hue quality to the FBI report, again one not sent to Washington. So this 
story, in the event the pix are useful and Cols does a story that gets attention. 

®aing a patriotic lady Kr*. S. phoned the FBI to tell them he sen had these 

movies and she'd like for them to nee if it has any Value for them. She Is told to 
bring it in and does. 

She also told thorn that it did not include the assassination, to the bast of her 
knowledge, I guoss. 

They gave her a receipt and took the undeveloped film. 

21wn they decided to return it to her without having it developed on the ground 
that it didn't show the big deal. 

According to this record they did. Without bothering to see if it held anything. 

Ukc Ko~ain, or cha window, or tha building face, or people entering and leaving, 
all the things that did not interest the FBI in pix. They wanted Oswald firing or the 
pix were useless. 

Mrs. Scruggs isn’t too clear on what the film shows because she hasn't looked at it 
in six-seven yean. But she told Mack he is welcome to borrow it. If he sees anything 
I'ra sure he'll tell Golz. ^“e'll also take it with him when he and Sroden get together 
this weekend. 

Af he tells me anything I'll let you know. , 

On their part if they find value in tho film *Wk and ^roden will get it copyrighted 
for her to protect her and her son. 

Tt&a la the noma perspective of the FBI I see in so many records. One wondors. 

It also is a view of tbs assassins committee. They certainly have available all I've 
gotten in my FOIA oases. (This one 0. A. 78-0322.) All those records go into the FBI* 3 
public reading room. So the committee can spend timo and money chasing the ^eckhama 
and Bairds hut not on pix and they don't even get what they need, like the film of the 
motorcade. The identical situation pertains to the Aronson film. The reports X broke 
loose are in the FBI's public reading room, only this gang didn't bother with any 
unseen evidence any more thuu the FBI did.
